mute families in Gettysburg, Mr. and 
Mrs. James Weigaudt ami their three 
children, who howe\ercau all speak 
and hear, the Houck brothers and 
their wi%es, one of them has live 
children and only one of them a deaf 
mute. Laura Keed, colored, is also a 
deaf mute and had the advantages in 
her childhood of some training m the 
Deaf and Dumb Asylum, then on 
Broad Street, Philadelphia. All these 
attended the service. Early and total 
deafness is a great hindrance to the 
education and development of the 
mind and soul. 
Uneducated d.af 


mutes enjoy very limited means of 
communication and have no correct 
idea of God, the soul and the Saviour. 
Those who have never heard spoken 
words seldom master written lan- 
guage ; they use English like foreign- 
ers, their general knowledge is ofte'n 
imperfect. Many succeed iu gaining 
an excellent education but this cannot 
entirely overcome the disadvantage in 
being unable to hear. Deaf mutes as 
a claes are more or less isjlated in so- 
cietv and in the Church. They cannot 
enjoy ordinary rehgiuus privileges. 
Hence the Church, the Episcopal and 
the Roman Catholic seeks to pro\ ide 
them with practical oversight, oppor- 
tunities for religious instruction, intel- 
lectual and social improvement and 
charitable care,, and also to .see that 
their children receive proper attention 
and instruction. The simplicity and 
dignity of the ritual appeal to those 
who must "hear with the eye." He- 
brew and Gentile, Protestaut and 
R >iuan Catholic may meet together 
and renh/.e that God is the maker of 
them all. This service iu our town 
wan an impressive and delightful one 
to all who participated in it. The 
Heripture lesson, the Creed, prayers 
and responses were gi\en in the sign 
language. The missionary's address 
was read by Rev. True and interpret- 
ed by Rev. Smiieau. Strange that not 
one of the other numerous clergymen 
of the town was present to extend 
sympathy to this Christ-like mission 
to these silent children o*' God.
